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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Roth et al, WO 86/04899, discloses a detergent composition comprising an 
alkoxylated alkyl polyglycoside made by reacting an alkylene oxide with a polyglycoside 
in the presence of a basic catalyst and about 5% by weight of water, wherein the 
alkylene oxide is added in an amount of 1-50 moles per mole of polyglycoside at a 
temperature of 1 25-1 30 degrees Celsius (see page 4, lines 1 8-28, page 1 1 , line 31- 
page 12, line 27 and page 15, Example 1). However, patentee differs from applicant in 
that Roth et al does not teach or suggest in general a process for making an alkoxylated 
alkyl and/or alkenyl polyglycoside by reacting at least one alkylene oxide with at least 
one alkyl and/or alkenyl polyglycoside in the presence of about 10-80% by weight of 
water, as required in the instant claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
